When Rescued by Main Force Some of 


Them Rush Back to a Fiery Death.

Sunday morning a detached ward of tho 
Eastern Illinois Hospital for tlio Insane was 
discovered to bo on flre. Tho building vies 
a two-story stono und brick, with no wood 
about it, except tho floor:; and stairways. It 
was completed last August, and cost $25,000. 
It was used as an infirmary with forty-Ova 
insane iniuatas, twenty-throe on tho flrst 
floor, twenty-two on the second floor. Attend- 
ants Reid, Williams and Freeman slept on 
tho first lloor. TLo building was heated by 
hot air furnaces. 


It was lii degrees below zero when tbo 


watchman discovered smoke issuing from 
tho lloor immediately above tho furnace and 
nwoko tho attendants. 'Oio smoke ut onco 
bocamo drawn through the hot-air flues and 
along the halls to nil parts of tho building, 
Tho lire spread rapidly and all efforts to 
Stive 
tho 
building 
wore useless. 
At- 


tendant W. 
A. 
Reid began dragging 


and carrying out patients. Many clad in 
night clothing oniy, rushed from tho bitter 
cold air back into tlio burning building. 
Keid, at tho risk of his life, struggled on till 
twenty-one of his twenty-three patients were 
rescued, when he bocamo exhausted. On 
tUo second floor, Attendant Hose and wife 
heard the alarm and escaped down tbo stair- 
way, just before it foil 
Attendant Brown, 


sleeping on the second floor, was awakened 
by tho smoke. Ho attempted to save a pa- 
tient in an adjoining room, failed, and slid- 
ing down a sheet from his window jumped 
to tho ground. 
Superintendent R. 8. Dewoy 


reached the scene and with ladders climbed 
to tl:e second story windows, smashed tho 
windows nnd rescued several patients. 


Almost all tbe patients refused to co-oper- 


ate in tho efforts being made to save them, 
and were only rescued by being dragged 
from the llamos and held from returning. 


A marvelous openpo was that of an inmate, 


who fell with the second lloor, struck tho 
burning debris, above tho furnace, and 
bounded through a window to tho ground 
uninjured. 


Tho remains of twelve patients have been 


taken from tho ruins, all burned to frag 
monts, only identifiable by tho location 
where found. Tho dead thus far identified, 
with ages and residence, are:

that tho amount ivas insufficient to answer 
tho purpose. 


After bearing tho superintendent's test! - 


—ony, tbo coroner's jury adjourned for tho 
day. 
Tho lire was caused by defects in tho 


boating apparatus, and tho loss of life may 
bo accounted for principally from tho fact 
of the inability and helplessness of insane 
persons in such 
emergencies. There ure 


1,500 patients in tho other wards of tho 
asylum, of which tlio burned -structure was 
the sick hospital, and tho telegraph oilico is 
flooded with telegrams from all parts ot the 
stato inquiring tor tho safety of inmate-.

thu^ roasted. There is not any doubt that 
in this way tho puro flavor of the bird being 
unmixed with any tasta which does not .bo 
Ions to it, is bettor preserved; but then ft 
must be remembered that tastou differ and1 
that which would bo grateful to one palato 
another would pronounce insipid. AH, hoxv- 
ovor, agree on ono point—thattb9 bird should 
be hung at leant a wook before dreeing, if tbo 
ivo&thcr bo at all suitable, and they also cou- 
cedo that tlio ban turkey ft to bo preferred 
for tbo flavor of its flash. 
Ona authority 


recommends that in iu previous manage- 
ment tho bird should bo emptied aud picKecl 
a fen* hours after It is killed and soma 
parings of fresh truillas (or dried ones if tbe 
O'osh nre not procurable), placed in tho bally 
which Ls then stuffed with clean, sweet buy, 
Tho bird is then to be hung by the logs for t 
wee!; before it Lj dressed, when the hay is to 
be withdrawn, tlid truflta parings washed in 
warm water and a portion of them st»wed ii 
the gravy that is served with tha turkey.
